Army men and others who are alive 
to the country’s acute under-supply 
of first class cavalry and general 
utility horses, as the shortage of them 
was brought painfully to light during 
the recent World War, are looking for- 
ward to the Endurance Test for saddle 
horses set for next October. 

This test, designed to promote the 
breeding of more and better work 
types, and to Im prove , t he material 
suitable for army jpfflits, Is to bqfM

In tho intore^^^BP^^^rod 1 horses, 
including the f^|M^*Remount As- 
sociation, ThoJpp^Wd Endurance 
Test Club.

bon. Prizes will he awarded on the 
basis of 60% for condition of the horse 
and 40% for speed— a standard that 
points to the bottom and swiftness of 
the thoroughbred strain as the one 
likely to prod ate the winner.
